There'd been some talk about the PL-259 not being good for high 
frequencies. Came across this in the Pavek Museum bulletin: 


"Until the 1930's, binding posts and parallel wires were used for 
feed lines. When the first RF coaxial cables were marketed, the 

UHF connectors (PL-259 and SO-239) were introduced for these new 

feed lines." 


Guess it's all relative. The article, originally by Ken Britain, 
WA5VIJB, in the May 85 issue of QEX, goes on to say that WWII radar 
mothered the invention of the 'N' connctor by Paul Neill and the 
'C' conntctor by Carl Concelman. The 'C' connector used reactive 
cancellation, by choosing the proper dielectric to get capacity 
that balanced the inductance of the connector. Later, Concelman 
and Neill collaborated on a bayonet lock connector, the BNC, and 
then a threaded connector, the TNC. 


Seems like I've seen many different dielectrics in "PL-259"s. 

Maybe some of them are better than others at reactive cancellation. 
The article says 'C' connectors "have a low SWR well into the GHz 
region."

There has been much discussion on various usegroups, and not much 
agreement. I've asked many people with negative feelings about UHF 
connectors to provide me with evidence that these connectors don't 
perform well at frequencies up to and including 170 Megacycles. I have 
yet to see any evidence that these connectors don't work, yet there is no 
shortage of claims of 3 db gain for changing connectors from UHF to N or 
C connectors. If these connectors are so bad, then why do the commercial 
antenna manufacturers use them? 


More of an issue is manufacturing quality. I recently bought a bunch of 
PL 259s from an offshore source, and they were of poor quality. The 
center pins came loose very easily. I have since returned to using 
Amphenol connectors exclusively since, at least in my experience, their 
quality is outstanding.

I attended Hamcom for about five hours Friday but missed Saturday completely 
due to family obligations.

I've attended so many swap meets and the like recently that I'm seeing quite 
a few of the same pieces coming around again only at higher prices.

NC-400, "best offer over $1000!", good to VG

Accoring to the manual, "Radio Receiving Set R-366/TRR-5 is a general 
purpose receiving set designed for use as an entertainment unit or 
auxilliary communications receiver. It is a locally controlled, 16 tube 
superheterodyne with a frequency range of 540 to 30,000 kilcycles 
covered in five bands." 


Basically, it is an entertainment unit but with a litte more oomph. It 
has an output for a spectrum display unit, and some people have 
theorized that these radios were not just built for entertainment since 
they have the spectrum output (with a dedicated tube for this) and a BFO 
which I guess were not common on morale receivers? The five position 
crystal filter works very well. 


Electrically, some have compared it to an SP-600, and while there is a 
bit of similarity, it is only single conversion while the SP-600 is 

dual above 14.6 MHz or around there. It has the same sort of turret 
band-switching found on the SP-600. In comparison, my R-366 destroys my 
SP-600-JX-17, but the JX17 isn't all that healthy and needs work. 


Tubes are all 7 and 9 pin minitures except for the big 5R4-GYA 
rectifier. 


Tube line-up: 

First IF: 6BA6, Second IF: 6BA6, Mixer: 6BE6, HF OSC: 6C4, ist IF:

7027/As were all the rage in hi-f£i/PA/music instr. in the 60s when RCA put 


‘em out. Basically they're hot-rod 6L6GCs. 


The only differences in basing (6L6=7AC, 7027=8HY) is that the 7027/A has 
the control grid connected to pins 5 and 6, where the 6L6 family has the 
control grid connected to only pin 5, and pin 6 is unused. So...they are 
interchangable base-wise. 


More good news for Ranger IIs...the Russian/Sovtek 5881 is actually more 
like a 7027. An audio friend has plate curves on the Sovtek which are 
nearly identical to the RCA 7027. Further, the Russian tube is rated as a 
7027 (i.e. it can handle 500 or so V on the plates). 


So don't worry ‘bout the rarity of 7027s...pop in some new Sovteks, reset 
the bias tap, and live happily ever after!!

I have just finished refurbishing a really nice SX-28A and have been 


reminded what a great radio this was and maybe still is. This one is the 
cleanest I have ever seen. I got it from a guy in New Mexico about 10 years 
ago and I suspect it spent most of its life there. No rust anywhere, just 
dust. The gearbox was sloppy as the radio had had a lot of use but I lucked 
onto a replacement which was much better. This is evidently a late model as 
the quality is much higher than others I have seen. The caps are all wax 
impregnated and there is a lot of nylon wiring. I did replace a few of the 
caps, particularly the electrolytics, but most of the bypass units are still 
just fine. I aligned the IFs with a sweep generator and did that make a 
difference. Wow!! I have wrestled with these radios in the past using the 
method in the manual but I never did get it right on the nose. With the 
sweep gen the curves come out just like it says in the book. The only mod I 
made was to replace the second RF 6SK7 with a 6AB7. I did find that this 
made a worthwhile improvement in the overall RF gain especially on the high 
band. This radio has useful performance all the way up to 30 MHz. 

The top band could do with some improvement however because the tuning slugs 
in the RF coils are missing. If anyone has a couple of spares I would 
appreciate them. 

I have compared this radio with a Rick Mish R390A and the SX-28A shows up 
really well as regards sensitivity and you bet it sounds so much better. The 
SX-28A audio is superb especially if you feed it into a Jensen concert grand 
speaker. 

This one with the better grade components is also quite stable and not 
subject to the drift usually encountered in these radios. 

I was going to sell this one but it has turned out so well I think I will 
keep it for old times sake and use it for short wave listening.
